The lat- 
ter stood on his doorstep, and, al- 
though it was never definitely estab- 
lished who fired the first shot, when 
the attackers fled because of the ar- 
rival of Carranza forces, two were left 
behind dead, 
Feared Zapata Forces. 

Apprehensive of what might be h 
fate on the return of the Zapata forces, 
McManus induced the Brazilian mints- 
to seal his door with the coat- 
of-arms of the United States and hoist- 
ed an American flag over his home. 
Apparently, the minister reported, Me- 
Manus was killed by a simultaneous 
volley. The American had sent 
wife and family to the home of friends, 
and no one, far as is known, wit- 
nessed the shooting. 

The killing of McManus, coming aft- 
er the serious developments in the sit- 
uation in Mexico City of the last week 
has increased apprehension here tn of- 
ficial quarters for the safety of for- 
signers. During Obregon’s occupation 
of the city a Swedish subject and four 
Spaniards were killed Kefore leaving 
Mexico City, Obregon gave the Brazi}l- 
lan minister a certificate, confirming 
the fact that the Swede was killed bv 
his soldiers. The certificate was given 
to afford the Swede's family a basis 
for a claim.

Berlin, March 
A Frankfurter Zeitung dispatch from 
Petrograd intimates that General Ste- 
vere, commander of the Russian Tenth 
army corps, which was defeated recent- 
ly at the Mazurian Lakes, has com- 
mitted suicide. 

The basis for this inference seems to 
be reports concerning a mourning 
service for the general in a Lutheran 
church. 

Dispatches from Constantinople tell 
of further ineffectual bombardment of 
the Dardanelles forts. The operations 
have been hindered by foggy weather. 
A British landing corps, variously esti- 
mated at from 1,000 to 2,000, is reported 
to have been compelled to retire to its 
vessels. One report says these men 
were either killed or captured by the 
Turks.

Washington, D.£., March 
Correspondence.)—“The naval 
tion bill for 1916 is the most 
eral measure for the increase and 
port of the navy, carrying more | 
able legislation than any naval appropriation 
bill’ ever enacted by congress,” said Secre- 
tary Daniels in answer to a request for his 
views upon the naval appropriation act, 
“The wisdom of the present congress 1s 
shown particularly in its resistance to at- 
tempts to discredit the navy’s material and 
personnel; in its adherence to the fundamen- 
tal types of fighting yessels—battleships, de- 
stroyers and submarines; in its recognition 
of aircraft and submarines as important aux- 
iliaries warfare, and of the latter's in- 
creased efficiency: in its creation of a naval 
reserve; in the establishment of the office 
of chief of naval operations and the ranks 
of admirals and vice admirals; in the aboli- 
tion of the plucking board; in equipping 
navy yards for the construction of ships and 
the increase in the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war: in well-considered and liberal 
appropriations for the needs of the service 
in every line.’’ 

The sixty-third congress has been more 
generous than any other in providing for 
the navy, haying authorized in the two naval 
appropriation bills an entire division of five 
dreadnaughts which will each cost in the 
neighborhood of $15,000,000; three sea-going 
submarines which will cost $1,500,000 each; 
twenty-three submarines which will cost 
about $500,000 each: twelve torpedo boat de- 
stroyers averaging In cost about $300,000 
each, and a fuel ship to cost $1,000,000. The 
total appropriation for increase of the navy 
authorized by the sixty-third congress 1S 
$86,145,535, showing an increase over th@ 
sixty-second congress by the sixty- 
third congress of $30,250,466.52 for addi- 
tional ships for the navy. To this should be 
added $1,000,000 for aviation and $800,000 for 
submarines reappropriated from savings ef- 
fected in expenditures ashore over the last 
fiscal vear. This $1,800,000 of money reap- 
propriated by reason of economies effectéd 
should be added to the $86,145,531, making 
$87,945.531 for new construction. 

The real progress that will be made by 
the nary as a result of its liberal and intelli- 
gent treatment by this congress cannot be 
expressed by dollars and cents. Any person 
or any congress can spend money, but no 
other congress: has gone so far as to see 
that its appropriation was applied where 
most vitally needed and without regard to 
merely political considerations. Everything 
has been subordinated to the battle fleet and 
its efficiency. The haphazard and some- 
times prodigal appropriations of previous 
congresses for unnecessarily costly buildings 
at navy yards, which has been so justly crit- 
icized by former Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
in the public press, has been done away with. 
Expenditures ashore have been reduced to 
an absolute minimum and in this connection 
it is pleasant to record the cheerful co-opera- 
tion of the democratic members of congress 
from navy yard districts who have patriot- 
ically risen to the occasion and cheerfully 
acquiesced in the desire of the department to 
first of all increase the strength and effi- 
ciency of the fleet. Of perhaps even greéat- 
er eventual importance than the mere phys- 
ical additions to the fleet are the .steps 
which have been taken towards increasing 
the personnel and modernizing the military 
organization of the navy. The “plucking 
board.” which had ofttlived its usefulness, 
has been abolished and a system of promotion 
to take its place wilk be one of the first 
things taken up by the new congress when 
it assembles.

Comparison of Estimates. 


A comparison of the provisions of the bill 
with the recommendations in the annual re- 
port of the secretary of the navy for the fis- 
cal year 1914, and the accompanying esti- 
mates for the fiscal year 1915-16, shows how 
closely congress followed the thought and 
reasoning of this report.
